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HE  passing  of  King  George  VI  has  spread  sorrow  and 
dismay  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  King  and  the  Queen  were 
loved  by  all  and  his  Kingship  was  one  of  devotion  to  duty,  and 
with  the  help  and  counsel  of  the  Queen  it  was  successful.  Their 
family  life  was  a  happy  one  which  should  be  an  inspiring  example 
to  us  all.  He  made  himself  as  one  with  his  people,  going  to  help 
and  encourage  them  in  their  times  of  need.  In  the  sad  years 
of  the  war  he  visited  his  soldiers  in  North  Africa,  Italy,  France, 
and  Germany,  and  did  not  spare  himself  in  his  journeyings  about 
the  country  inspiring  and  encouraging  his  people.  During  the 
bombing  of  London  they  went  among  their  people  sharing  their 
sorrows  and  comforting  them  in  their  time  of  grief.

LATTER-DAY  SAINT  CREW- 
MEN aboard  a  B-29  bomber  can 
hold  priesthood  meeting  above 
the  clouds  if  occasion  requires, 
according  to  Chaplain  Grant  E. 
Mann,  the  only  Church  chaplain 
in  the  Air  Force. 

Eight  of  the  11-man  crew  are 
also  Church  members.  They  ar- 
rived at  the  Randolph  Air  Force 
Base  in  Texas  individually  from 
various  Air  Force  specialists 
training  schools,  and  were  then 
grouped  together  at  the  request 
of  the  crew's  28-year-old  aircraft 
commander,  Captain  Donald  A. 
Funk  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  crewmen  can  be  found  at- 
tending the  San  Antonio  Branch 
on  Sunday,  along  with  scores  of 
their  fellow-servicemen. 

During  the  past  41  months 
nearly  2000  servicemen's  kits 
(containing  a  serviceman's  edi- 
tion of  the  Book  of  Mormon  and 
a  little  book  entitled  Principles 
of  the  Gospel)  have  been  given 
out  to  Latter-day  Saint  service- 
men stationed  at  Lackland  Air 
Base.  He  has  also  set  apart  a 
good  many  group  leaders  among 
whom  have  been  some  85  re- 
turned missionaries.

THE       GOSPEL       has       been 
preached    in    many    ways    over 
these  past  121  years  and  to-day 
many    new    methods    have    been 
employed  to  reach  the  people  of 
the  world.     The  basketball  team 
from    the   Brigham   Young   Uni- 
versity   has    just    completed    an- 
other  of    their   annual    tours   to 
the  Eastern  section  of  the  United 
States  where  they  played  before 
large  crowds.    All  along  the  way 
the  missionaries  labouring  in  the 
areas    where    the    games    were 
played    took    advantage    of    the 
large  crowds  to  make  many  con- 
tacts   for    the    Church    through 
sports-minded    people    who    were 
impressed  by  the  clean  play  and 
good      sportsmanship      of      the 
Mormon    boys    from    the    B.Y.U. 
Missionaries    have    been    taking 
part   in   the   half-time   activities 
of  the  games  and  from  the  good 
will  promoted  through  these  ac- 
tivities have  been  able  to  have 
their  missionary  work  stimulated 
a  great  deal. 

Last  year  the  B.Y.U.  team 
made  a  tour  of  South  America, 
sweeping  12  of  the  games  and 
gaining  the  title  of  "  Kings  of 
Basketball."  There  they  attended 
mission  conferences  and  brought 
much  recognition  to  the  Church. 

MISSIONARIES  all  over  the 
world  are  reporting  that  they  are 
reaping  a  ready  and  bountiful 
harvest  of  friends  and  investiga- 
tors for  the  Church  from  among 
the  thousands  of  tourists  who 
visit  the  Temple  Square  each 
year  and  who  have  been  taught 
much  of  the  fundamental  truths 
of  the  Gospel  by  the  guides  there. 
For  the  fifth  consecutive  year 
there  have  been  over  one  million 
people  visit  Temple  Square  an- 
nually. These  people  have  been 
greatly  impressed  by  the  words 
spoken  by  the  guides  and  from 
the  sights  they  have  seen  there. 
As  these  tourists  return  to  their 
homes  in  various  parts  of  the 
world  many  of  them  have  asked 
for  Elders  to  call  on  them  and 
teach  them  more  of  the  Gospel. 
Thousands  of  copies  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  and  large  quantities 
of  tracts  and  pamphlets  are  dis- 
tributed to  these  tourists  who 
are  eager  to  learn  of  the  history 
of  the  Mormon  people  and  of 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel. 
The  fifty-year  information  service 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  most 
potent  missionary  institutions  in 
the  Church. 
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"  In  the  early  summer  of  1839,  a  man 
traversed  a  swampy  terrain  in  western 
Illinois.  The  swamp  was  covered  with 
underbrush  and  scattered  trees.  Around 
it  on  three  sides,  in  a  mighty  horseshoe- 
like sweep,  rolled  the  muddy  waters  of 
the  Mississippi. 

The  land  was  practically  deserted. 
Save  for  a  half  dozen  stone  and  log 
houses  squatting  near  the  river  bank 
and  mockingly  designated  as  "  Com- 
merce," one  might  have  counted  the 
dwellings  for  miles  around  upon  the 
fingers  of  his  two  hands.  Swarms  of 
mosquitoes,  the  then-unknown  carriers 
of  malaria  fever,  were  everywhere.  The 
place  was  unhealthy,  shunned  by  settler 
and  wayfarer. 

This  mosquito-infested  swamp  over 
which  the  Prophet  walked  had  just  been 
purchased  for  their  home.  The  land 
which  nobody  wanted  was  to  be  the 
dwelling  place  of  this  unwanted  people. 
More  attractive  lands  were  to  be  had 
on  the  Iowa  side  for  money,  but  the 
Saints  had  no  money.  The  owners  of 
this  land  had  been  glad  to  take  even 
promissory  notes  payable  over  a  term  of 
years. 

Poverty  forced  the  settlement  of  this 
place  —  poverty,  and  the  vision  of  a 
Great  Man. 

A  scattered  people  suddenly  had  an 
objective  again  —  a  place  of  gathering 
—  and  a  Prophet  as  leader. 

There  was  much  sickness,  the  dreaded 
malaria  taking  a  heavy  toll  of  the  weak- 
ened people.  President  Smith's  home 
was  crowded  with  the  sick.  Many  of 
the  newly-arrived  camped  in  his  door- 
yard  under  tents.  In  his  care  of  them 
Joseph  Smith  himself  was  stricken."* 

Of  the  events  occurring  at  this  time 
Wilford  Woodruff,  who  was  present, 
wrote : 


Elder  Miller 


"After  being  confined  to  his  house 
several  days,  and  while  meditating  upon 
his  situation,  he  had  a  great  desire  to 
attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  On 
the  morning  of  the  22nd  of  July,  1839, 
he  arose  from  his  bed  and  commenced 
to  administer  to  the  sick  in  his  own 
house  and  dooryard,  and  he  commanded 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  to  arise  and  be  made  whole,  and 
the  sick  were  healed  upon  every  side 
of  him. 

"  Many  lay  sick  along  the  bank  of  the 
river;  Joseph  walked  along  up  to  the 
lower  stone  house,  occupied  by  Sidney 
Rigdon,  and  he  healed  all  the  sick  that 
lay  in  his  path.  Among  the  number  was 
Henry  G.  Sherwood,  who  was  nigh  unto 
death.  Joseph  stood  in  the  door  of  his 
tent  and  commanded  him  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  arise  and  come  out 
of  his  tent,  and  he  obeyed  him  and 
was  healed.  Brother  Benjamin  Brown 
and  his  family  also  lay  sick,  the  former 
appearing  to  be  in  a  dying  condition. 
Joseph  healed  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  After  healing  all  that  lay  sick 
upon  the  bank  of  the  river  as  far  as  the 
stone  house,  he  called  upon  Elder  Kim- 
ball and  some  others  to  accompany  him 
across  the  river  to  visit  the  sick  at 
Montrose.  Many  of  the  Saints  were 
living  at  the  old  military  barracks. 
Among  the  number  were  several  of  the 
Twelve,  who  lay  sick.  Joseph  healed 
him,  then  he  arose  and  accompanied 
the  Prophet.  On  his  way  he  visited 
Elder  Wilford  Woodruff,  also  Elders 
Orson  Pratt  and  John  Taylor,  all  of 
whom  were  living  in  Montrose."1 
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Those  people  on  the  banks  of  the 
Mississippi,  who  like  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
had  no  place  to  lay  their  heads,  were 
nearer  to  Zion  than  they  had  ever  been 
before.  Two  thousand  years  ago  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  said:  "Seek  ye  first  the 
Kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness, 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto 
you."2  Here  was  a  people  who  believed 
those  words,  here  was  a  people  who 
demonstrated  that  eternal  truth  by  the 
actions  of  their  everyday  lives. 

"  The  Latter-day  Saints  are  indeed," 
as  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  said  they 
would  be,  "  a  mighty  people  in  the  midst 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains  —  and  we  are 
simply  in  our  infancy.  We  are  beginning 
to  grow  and  become  a  mighty  people, 
but  we  are  nothing  to  what  we  will  be. 
There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but 
what  the  Lord  is  going  to  multiply  the 
Latter-day  Saints  and  bless  them  more 
abundantly  in  the  future  than  he  has 
ever  done  in  the  past,  provided  of  course 
that  we  are  humble  and  diligent,  pro- 
vided we  seek  for  the  advancement  of 
God's  Kingdom  and  do  not  do  our  own 
mind  and  will.  .  .  ."  (Conference  Re- 
port, April,  1899,  28.) 

How  can  we  seek  the  kingdom  of  God 
if  we  do  not  know  the  mind  and  will 
of  God? 

"And  the  two  disciples  heard  him 
speak,  and  they  followed  Jesus.  Then 
Jesus  turned  and  saw  them  following 
and  said  unto  them  what  seek  ye."3 

Man's  success  or  failure,  happiness  or 
misery,  depends  upon  what  *  he  seeks 
and  what  he  chooses.  What  a  man  is, 
what  a  nation  is,  may  largely  be  deter- 
mined by  his  or  its  dominant  QUEST. 
It  is  a  tragic  thing  to  carry  throughout 
life  a  low  concept  of  it. 

"  What  seek  ye?  "  in  answer  the  dis- 
ciples said.  "  Where  dwellest  thou?  " 
saying  in  effect,  we  desire  to  know  thee 
and  thy  teachings.  They  stayed  with 
Jesus  all  that  day,  for  it  was  the  ninth 
hour.  And  later  Andrew  sought  his 
brother  Simon  and  said,  ".  .  .  we  have 
found  the  Messias,  which  is,  being  in- 
terpreted, the  Christ."1  "  If  .  .  .  thou 
seek  the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt  find 
him,  if  thou  seek  him  with  all  thy  heart 
and  with  all  thy  soul."5  This  is  the  all- 
important  Quest  of  Life:  To  seek  God 
and  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  this  seeking 
and  learning  gain  eternal  life. 


These  statements  awaken  in  the  mind 
of  the  honest  investigator  the  great 
question,  What  is  God's  will?  If  we 
knew  it,  surely  we  would  obey  it.  Christ 
has  not  left  us  with  that  question  un- 
answered. In  reply  he  gave  to  the 
lawyer,  who  asked  him  the  question  with 
a  desire  to  entrap  him,  "  Master,  which 
is  the  great  commandment  in  the  law?  " 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  "Thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
mind.  .  .  .  This  is  the  first  and  great 
commandment.  And  the  second  is  like 
unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself.  On  these  two  command- 
ments hang  all  the  law  and  the 
prophets.'"1  Further,  regarding  the  will 
of  God,  the  Apostle  Peter  particularized 
when  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost  with  one 
accord  the  people  asked  him  and  other 
Apostles,  "  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall 
we  do "?  "  Repent,"  answered  Peter, 
"  and  be  baptized  everyone  of  you  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  this  promise 
is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children,  and 
to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many 
as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call."7  Now 
note  this  great  promise:  "For  if  these 
things  be  in  you,  and  abound,  they  make 
you  that  ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor 
unfruitful  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ."8 

There  are  the  signposts  along  life's 
highway,  which  if  followed,  will  lead  any 
man  to  do  the  will  of  God,  to  know  his 
Son,  the  Redeemer  of  the  world,  to  know 
whom  is  eternal  life.  We  find  the 
greatest  joy  in  mortality  that  can  be 
experienced  by  the  human  soul  by  ob- 
serving his  commandments. 

Life's  greatest  exemplar  is  Jesus 
Christ.  He  wielded  the  greatest  influ- 
ence upon  the  human  family.  Wherein 
is  the  secret  of  his  greatness,  aside  from 
his  divinity?  He  defeated  the  lawyer 
in  argument,  healed  the  sick  where 
medicine  failed,  inspired  the  greatest 
music  ever  written,  filled  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  libraries  with  books,  in- 
spired missionaries  to  go  to  all  the 
world,  yet  in  none  of  the  realms  in 
which  men  and  women  ordinarily  win 
their  laurels  do  you  find  historians  re- 
ferring to  Christ  as  having  succeeded.

GOVERNOR 

ACCEPTS  BOOK 

OF  MORMON 


Major  -  General 
Sir  John  Kennedy, 
Governor  of  South- 
ern Rhodesia,  said 
when  presented 
with  a  copy  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  at 
an  informal  square 
dance  held  at  Gov- 
ernment House,  Salisbury,  Capital  of 
Southern  Rhodesia,  "  I  know  quite 
a  bit  about  the  history  of  your 
Church,  but  have  never  read  the  Book 
of  Mormon.  Now  that  you  have  so 
graciously  given  me  this  book  I  most 
assuredly  will  read  it." 

Elder  Donald  Ellsworth,  when  pre- 
senting the  Book  of  Mormon,  thanked 
His  Excellency  for  the  hospitality  and 
friendship  shown  by  the  people  of 
Southern  Rhodesia  and  hoped  that  the 
associations  would  continue  to  the 
benefit  of  all. 

The  occasion  of  the  presentation  was 
an  informal  square-dance  evening  held 
at  the  invitation  of  their  Excellencies 
Sir  John  and  Lady  Kennedy  at  Govern- 
ment House.  Elder  Ellsworth  and  Elder 
Glen  Sherwood  had  flown  up  from 
Johannesburg,  where  these  two  mission- 
aries had  introduced  square  dancing  to 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  are  con- 
sidered the  experts  of  this  type  of  danc- 
ing on  this  continent. 

Salisbury  was  not  slow  to  follow  the 
Union's  liking  for  square  dancing  and 
a  request  was  made  to  the  four  resident 
Mormon  missionaries  to  teach  in  the 
public  halls.  Four  dances  have  been 
held  to  date  and  each  one  packed  to 
capacity.  It  is  estimated  that  over  fif- 
teen hundred  people  have  attended 
these  four  sessions.  The  opportunities 
afforded  at  these  meetings  to  introduce 
the  Church  to  the  people  have  not  been 


ignored  and  the 
Building  Fund  for 
the  South  African 
Mission  has  also 
been  helped  a 
great  deal. 

The  visit  to  Gov- 
ernment House  was 
considered  the 
crowning  achievement  of  the  two 
Johannesburg  missionaries.  Much  spec- 
ulation went  into  how  one  conducted 
square  dancing  before  a  Governor. 
Books  on  etiquette  were  hastily  dug  out 
and  all  preparations  made  for  the  visit. 

Their  Excellencies  showed  great  inter- 
est in  the  dress  of  the  team  and  also  in 
their  instruments.  As  the  guests  ar- 
rived it  was  noticed  that  the  majority 
were  wearing  tuxedos  and  long  evening 
frocks,  hardly  the  dress  for  square  danc- 
ing. This  was  overcome  as  far  as  the 
tuxedos  were  concerned,  as  the  first  sug- 
gestion made  by  M.  C.  Ellsworth  was 
off  with  the  jackets  and  suspenders  to 
the  fore! 

Soon  it  was  just  another  eager  crowd 
busy  learning  square  dancing  the  same 
as  it  is  being  learned  from  one  end  of 
South  Africa  to  the  other.  In  the  fre- 
quent intervals  held,  many  of  the  guests 
were  interested  in  finding  out  more 
about  Mormonism,  so  there  was  no  in- 
terval for  the  four  members  as  they 
were  kept  busy  answering  questions  and 
explaining  the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

The  evening  was  a  great  success,  and 
all  felt  a  great  deal  of  good  had  been 
done  for  the  Church  here  in  Southern 
Rhodesia.  Square  dancing  is  definitely 
bringing  the  Church  into  the  limelight 
and  much  is  expected  from  the  contacts 
made  at  these  dances.

Missionaries  from  the  Cape  and  some 
from  other  parts  of  the  Union  recently 
participated  in  the  first  basketball  tour- 
nament ever  to  be  held  in  Cape  Town. 
The  tournament  lasted  for  four  nights, 
the  6th,  7th,  8th  and  9th  of  February, 
and  was  under  the  direction  of  the 
Mission  authorities  in  conjunction  with 
local  sportsmen  from  the  Gordons  Insti- 
tute, who  provided  the  hall  for  the 
games. 

An  invitation  was  sent  to  the  Ferro- 
viario  Clube  of  Lourenco  Marques  and 
also  to  the  Y  Club  in  Durban.  These 
two  teams  and  four  others,  a  Gordons 
team,  an  M.I.A.  team,  a  Cumorah  team 
and  a  Mormon  team,  provided  four 
nights  of  thrilling  entertainment  for  the 
people  of  Cape  Town.  On  the  final 
night  the  Lourenco  Marques  team,  who 
were  unbeaten,  met  the  Mormon  team 
also  unbeaten  in  tournament  play.  The 
game  was  fast  and  exciting  and  marked 
throughout  by  the  accurate  shooting  of 
the  Mormon  team  andthe  fast  passing 


and  ball  handling  of  the  L.M.  team. 
When  the  final  whistle  sounded  the 
Mormons  had  won  by  a  score  of  71 — 53. 
The  Ferroviario  players  had  been  unable 
to  stop  the  missionaries.  Elder  Squire, 
who  made  21  points  for  his  team,  played 
his  last  game  of  basketball  in  South 
Africa  that  night  as  he  left  on  February 
15th  for  his  home  in  the  States. 

A  Championship  Cup  was  presented 
to  the  Mormons  by  Dr.  Nico  Bartman, 
and  the  American  Consul-General,  Mr. 
John  F.  Stone,  presented  the  runners-up 
cup  to  the  Lourenco  Marques  team.  In- 
dividual awards  went  to  Elder  Floyd  E. 
Trimble  for  high  point  man  throughout 
the  tournament  with  72  points  for  three 
games,  and  to  Luis  Pina  of  the  L.M. 
team  for  the  best  sportsman. 

After  each  of  the  basketball  games 
there  was  an  hour  of  square  dancing 
which  the  people  enjoyed  very  much, 
and  through  this  and  the  basketball 
tournament  many  new  friends  and  in- 
vestigators were  made  for  the  Church.

MAN."10

For  that  reason  the  new 
revelations  taught,  faith  in  God  and  in 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ;  a  sincere  repent- 
ance or  turning  away  from  evil;  baptism 
by  immersion;  the  laying  on  of  hands 
by  those  holding  divine  authority  to 
confirm  the  candidate  a  member  of  the 
Church  and  entitle  him  to  the  presence 
and  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

"  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul 
and  with  all  thy  mind  —  thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself."  Thus 
the  proper  spiritual  condition  of  the  in- 
dividual was  well  provided  for.  It  is  only 
because  the  love  of  self  remains  stronger 
than  the  love  of  God,  and  the  love  of 
neighbour,  that  the  perfect  law  of  the 
order  of  Enoch  fails  in  its  operation. 
However,  the  individual  seldom,  if  ever, 
lives  alone.  While  it  is  true  that  the 
individual  must  be  right  if  the  com- 
munity is  to  be  right,  yet  the  individual 
is  not  the  centre  of  influence  in  com- 
munity life.  That  centre  is  to  be  found 
rather  in  the  home.  There,  two  are 
bound  together  by  sacred  ties  of  love 


ew    an 
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and  worship,  and  others  by  endearing 
bonds  of  kinship.  In  the  home  the 
spiritual  conditions  of  the  father  and 
mother,  the  directors  of  a  community 
in  miniature,  determine  in  large  meas- 
ure the  lives  of  the  children.  As  the 
parents  hold  sacred  the  marriage  rela- 
tion, so  will  the  family  wield  an  influ- 
ence for  good  or  evil  in  the  whole  com- 
munity. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  if  Joseph 
Smith  began  early  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  family  life  and  marriage.  In 
the  years  1830  and  1831,  very  soon  after 
the  Church  was  organised,  he  began  the 
inspired  translation  of  the  scriptures. 
He  met  there  the  histories  of  the  an- 
cient patriarchs  and  prophets.  He  ob- 
served in  these  histories,  as  in  that  of 
Jacob  and  his  twelve  sons,  for  example, 
how  the  family  life  was  held  sacred  and 
the  family  relationship  in  honour. 
Naturally  in  this  case  as  in  so  many 
others  in  the  story  of  the  restoration, 
questions  were  aroused  in  the  mind  of 
the  prophet.  What  is  the  nature  of  the 
marriage  relationship  in  the  sight  of 
God?  What  will  be  the  condition  of 
men  and  women  in  the  future  life?  Of 
what  importance  is  the  family  life  here 
or  hereafter? 

There  is  abundant  evidence  that  the 
prophet  received,  probably  as  early  as 
1831,  revelations  on  these  important 
questions.  Because  the  people  were  not 
yet  prepared  to  receive  the  great  truths 
that  had  been  revealed  to  him  the 
revelations  were  withheld  for  many 
years.  In  a  revelation  in  the  year  1831, 
Joseph  Smith  said  concerning  marriage, 
"  Whoso  forbiddeth  to  marry  is  not  or- 
dained of  God,  for  marriage  is  ordained 
of  God  unto  man;  therefore  it  is  lawful 
that  he  should  have  one  wife  and  they 
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twain  shall  be  one  flesh  and  all  this  that 
the  earth  might  answer  the  end  of  its 
creation."  (D.  &  C.  49  :  15-17.) 

President  Joseph  F.  Smith  said  that 
this  institution  of  marriage  is  not  a 
man-made  institution.  It  is  of  God.  It 
is  honourable  and  no  man  who  is  of 
marriageable  age  is  living  his  religion 
who  remains  single.  It  is  not  simply 
advised  for  the  convenience  alone  of 
man  to  suit  his  own  notions  and  ideas, 
to  marry  and  then  divorce,  to  adapt  and 
then  discard  just  as  he  pleases.  There 
are  great  consequences  connected  with 
it,  consequences  which  reach  beyond 
this  present  time  into  all  eternity,  for 
thereby  souls  are  begotten  into  the 
world  and  men  and  women  obtain  their 
being  in  the  world.  Marriage  is  the 
preserver  of  the  human  race.  Without 
it  the  purposes  of  God  would  be  frus- 
trated, virtue  would  be  destroyed  to  give 
place  to  vice  and  corruption,  and  the 
earth  would  be  void  and  empty. 

It  was  not  until  July  12,  1843,  that 
the  glorious  truths  concerning  the  sanc- 
tity and  eternity  of  the  marriage 
covenant  —  long  before  revealed  to 
Joseph  Smith  —  were  committed  to 
writing  and  read  by  his  friends.  Even 
then  not  all  that  had  been  given  to  him 
was  revealed  to  his  followers,  but  in  the 
publication  of  as  much  as  he  gave,  an- 
other step  in  the  great  drama  of  the 
restoration  was  enacted.  Owing  to  the 
persecutions  to  which  the  early  Saints 
were  subjected  the  revelation  was  not 
officially  published  until  1852,  five  years 
after  the  wearisome  trek  across  the 
plains  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

In  analyzing  the  132  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  we  find  it  falls 
into  12  distinct  parts.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  basic  thought  in  this 
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revelation  is  that  marriage  shall  be  not 
only  for  a  time,  but  for  all  eternity. 
This  is  the  principle  of  the  New  and 
Everlasting  Covenant.  "All  covenants, 
contracts,  bonds,  obligations,  oaths, 
vows,  performances,  associations  or  ex- 
pectations that  are  not  made  and  en- 
tered into  and  sealed  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  Promise  of  whom  is  anointed  both  as 
well  for  time  and  for  all  eternity,  and 
that  too  most  holy,  by  revelation  and 
commandment  through  the  medium  of 
mine  anointed,  whom  I  have  appointed 
on  the  earth  to  hold  this  power  are  of 
no  efficacy,  virtue,  or  force  in  and  after 
the  resurrection  from  the  dead;  for  all 
contracts  that  are  not  made  unto  this 
end  have  an  end  when  men  are  dead." 

Applied  to  the  doctrine  of  marriage, 
this  statement  means  that  when  two  are 
united  in  marriage  outside  of  the 
authority  of  the  Church,  their  union  can 
only  last  'til  death  parts  them.  They 
are  then  not  bound  by  any  law  when 
they  are  out  of  the  world,  and  in  the 
world  to  come,  they  will  be  appointed 
angels  or  ministering  servants  to  those 
who  are  worthy  of  a  greater  glory. 

If,  however,  a  man  marries  a  wife  by 
the  new  and  everlasting  covenant  and 
is  sealed  to  her  and  she  to  him  by  the 
authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood,  the 
covenant  and  contract  between  them 
will  be  of  force  worlds  without  ends. 
Death  may  part  them  for  a  time,  but 
it  cannot  separate  them  forever.  In  the , 
resurrection  they  will  meet  again,  and 
in  the  life  hereafter  they  will  resume 
their  happy,  sacred  relations  as  husband 
and  wife.  They  will  inherit  the  thrones
